There are few stronger ex amples of Inefficient law

hoodlums

murder with highly specialized firearms. 
Where does 
a criminal procure such weapons? 
He may buy It legally or obtain It illegally. 
As 
long as firearms are made some of them will fall 
into the hands of criminals Illegally. 
But there Is 
no reason why criminals 
should 
be 
able to have 
legal access to them. 
One ex cellent result of the inquiry into the Amer­ 
ican munitions industry 
by 
a 
senate investigating 
committee Is a bill making it a crime to ship fre- 
arrns and ammunition 
in . Interstate 
and foreign 
commerce, ex cept by responsible licensed dealers. The 
senate has passed the bill unanimously. 
The house 
la ex pected to do likewise. 
It is the mo*t drastice law ever proposed to check 
the flow of lethal weapons Into the 
underworld. 
If 
enforced, tt would have the effect in a few y ears of 
making weapons ex ceedingly scarce. There at least 
would be no means by which a criminal 
could obtain 
any dangerous kind of firearm legally. 
Obviously, the law could not be 
enforced without 
cooperation 
from manufacturer» and dealers in fire­ 
arms. 
Unfortunately. It is not known that such co­ 
operation 
would be forthcoming. 
They 
are 
being 
given an opportunity to prove they are not interested 
In arming murderers and hoodlums. 
It remain* to 
be seen what they will do with their opportunity .
